Now push it down gver your hatr at
exactly thai posed angle, Do not
swervi it un Inch from Lhe posture
decided ypon, It will puah the hair
Into place ko that It wreaths becom-
Ingly about the brim of the hat. It
will grip your head comfortably. Tt
will feel s though it belongs where
you have placed it -

When yoil practice this a little, yon
will sve how finely thought out is
the dircetness of the method, und how
antisfactorily the hat keeps its shape
and positlon after that smull portion
of uttentjon

Whit most girls do Is to push the
hat over the buek hair 80 g to be
sure to gather that all under the hat
and then shiove the hat forwnrd over
the face. Now just the wrong result
follows from this procedure, Having
started with n swoop over the back
hair, the hat is continually jerked
back to thut pluce with the effect of
making the fuce stand out in just the
way It should not,

Bome other givls push thelr hats
down over their eyes first and then
dmz them back to the angle they
think 5 vight, which procedure s
jJust ns foinl as the one already men-
tioned.

What to Make

In an Evening

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CREPE NEGLIGEE,
CREPE NEGLIGER I3 so ea-lly
put together thain one evening
of diligent stitching will resuit
in one of them complete,

This is & negligee without any trim-
ming excepl a loose rosetle of ribbon
ends at ane point in the front covering
the snapped closing that holds the robe
in pluce. Its color is uny thing that s
your own most becoming shade, and
its material I8 erepo de Cline, which
comes forty Inches In width and nt
many prices ranging from $1.25 to
$1.60 & yard. Ho you cun take your
clioice ns to quality, and the cheuper
ones have much in thelr favor beeauss
they drape very prettily, Also they
can be washed without any undae in-
Jury, und this is haif the batile,

Take two struight pleces of 1he
crepe each about two yurds and a
quarter in length., Scw one selvage
of each plece together In o ¥eam two
inches less than o yard und a quarter
length, That seam s for the middle
of your back.

Now measure two inches from the
heud of that seam and at that point
on each plece of the materind gather
it into two little pleats. This makes
your shoulder line.

Lt the selvage on cach side of the
front make the front without any
hemming, and lay in o three-inch hem
around the bottom.

For sleeves take a plece of the crepe
a yard long and twenty inches in
width., Let the scivage of that boe the
end of your sleeve and attuch the un-
finished side of the crepe to the slit
that you cut when you gather the
shoulders into thelr little pleats,

With one snap pluced nt 4 convens
lent place in the front, you will have
i graceful kimono all finlshed but for
the ornament of ribbon, which you
cun muke by tying narrow ribbon into
lttle bows and ends and letting ther
droop as much as you want to for the
effect that sults you best,
